Plumes long and short, ranging from 


the highest quality to any quality at 
all, are eagerly demanded for millin- 
ery purposes. A wholesale dealer told 
an inquirer that this was the best os- 
trich feather season the trace had 
known in 18 or 20 years, and a millin- 
er said that it was difficult 
to get 


enough plumes of the handsome grade 
to fill orders. 


"The 
ostrich feather as a hat trim- 


ming is unrivalled," this milliner said. 
"Gainsborough knew what he was 
about w££a he adorned the heads of 
his ' sitters with luxuriant ostrich 
feathers. 


"Lop 
off the plumes from some of 


the season's hats and the result would 
be awful. 
Take this, for example," 


and an elongated turban of black felt 
was held up trimmed at one side with 
three long, green ostrich plumes which 
swept toward the back, the longest 
when it reached the wearer's shoul- 
der curling back again up toward the 
ear. The thing was stunning, and so 
was the price—$50. 


"Without the ostrich plumes," the 


milliner explained, "that shape is very 
trying. But with the plumes a very 
plain, dowdy looking 
person 
even 


might wear it and look stylish and al- 
most pretty. 


"Oh, no, $50 is not high for a hat 


with plumes. Frequently the ostrich 
feathers alone on some of this sea- 
son's bats have cost $60, $75 and $S5. 
and prices sometimes go up because 
some customers are so particular. 


"The other day three long ostrich 


plumes ranging in length from 24 inch- 
es to 16 inches, and two ostrich tips 
of 10 and 8 Inches, all of a. delicate 
mode color, were needed for an or- 
der. Nothint of quitP the right shade 
could be found anywhere and 1 was 
obliged to have the feathers dyed. 


"The 
customer 
exclaimed 
with 


pleasure at the first view of the feath- 
ers. Then her eye lighted particular- 
ly on the longest of the three plumes 
and immediately her face fell. 


"That plume," said she, "Is not so 


thick and handsome as the other two." 


"I had to acknowledge that she was 


right, 'but,' I told her, 'it is not ab- 
solutely necessary that the 
-plumes 


should match in every particular. The 
plume is of beautiful quality, although 
not quite equal to the others and none 
but an expert is apt to notice the dif- 
ference.' 
" 'But I notice it,' she snapped, 'and 


it must be changed, or I shall refuse 
to take the- hat.' 


"What did I do? 
"Why I sent down to a wholesale 


place, got a plume of the desired qual- 
ity, had it dyed to match the others 
and finally the hat was accepted by 
the owner with every evidence of de- 
light. It cost her $80 and was cheap 
at that 


"Actresses are among the women 


who best know the picturesque value 
of ostrich feathers. 


"This hat Is for Miss Dash," nam- 


ing an actress, "who insisted on hav- 
ing a plume which crossed the front 
of the bat, swept along the side of the 
brim and reached down to her shoul- 
der, besides three shorter ones. The 
longest feather Is 32 Inches and con- 
sists of two superb quality plumes 
put together at a cost of $30. Bat the 
effect on the head!" 


The milliner raised her eyes In ec- 


stacy to the creation she held aloft 
on one hand. 


ers, shading from brown to tan. Tb» 
hat was a broad brimmed affair, and 
the girl looked like another person 
when she put it on." 


"And the bachelor?" the woman lis- 


tener asked. 


"I hear that he is very attentive. 


The young woman's wealthy cousin 
told me about it when she came to 
pay the bill and she gave a good deal 
of credit to the hat." 


The wholesale dealer referred to 


that ostrich feathers now cost 


about 300 percent more than five years 
ago on account of their scarceness. 


"Ninety percent or more of the os- 


trich feathers used in this country 
come from Africa," said he, "and they 
are sold at auction in the London mar- 
ket to the highest 
bidders before 


crossing the ocean. 


"There is no flx«d market price for 


ostrich feathers, the price varying 
with the demand. This year we are 
using twice as many feathers as we 
used last year. 


"There are about 360,000 birds !» 


Africa, and from 15,000 to 17,000 in 
this country, and of the whole supply 
which reaches the United States it is 
safe to say that New York City alone 
uses one-half. 


"Raise more birds? Easier said than 


done. lucubators have been put into 
commission, but with little success. 
And the Cape Colony owners of os- 
trich farms are dead set against the 
exporting of ostriches to this country. 


"But what the New York woman 


doesn't know about ostrich feathers is 
wonderful. One of them who visited 
my factory last year read me a leo 
ture about the cruelty of depriving th* 
birds of their feathers to minister to 
woman's vanity. 


"She would hardly believe me whet 


I assured her that if the feathers were 
not plucked every eight months or so 
they would soon fall out of their own 
accord, and that they were 
never 


plucked unless ripe to be plucked. 


"There are women, too, who don't 


know that the long feathers are con- 
fined to the end of the wings. Any 
length of feather can of course by 
made by piecing short feathers togeth- 
er, but the choicest long ones hare an 
unbroken quill, the maximum length 
of which is about 24 inches. 


"But the beauty of a feather and its 


cost depend more on its width, on the 
length and thickness of its flue or 
strands than on the length of its quill. 


"To some extent every feather is 


made, even the handsomest being for- 
tified with two additional feathers un- 
derneath making three layers in all; 
and five or six layers are sometimes 
needed to give the tip the very thick, 
luxuriant effect so much admired. 


"A single ostrich feather is very 


scant and slim, indeed, and no woman 
would look twice at one. 
Preparing 


the feather is everything. 


"From first to last an. ostrich feath- 


er passes through nearly 100 different 
hands before being delivered to the 
retailers. 


"A profitable business to the ostrich 


farmer? 
Yes, indeed. 
Thj> middle 


man and retailer don't make all the 
money by a. long sight. 


"The average matured bird yields 


from $30 to $69 in feathers a year and 
his kee-p doesn't amount to much. Av- 
erage this sum at $40 per head and 
Africa's 360,000 birds will give some- 
thing like $14,500,000 a year"—New 
York Sun.

the great enemies of the contemplated 
exposition because of their numbers 
and the persistent attacks they will 
make upon everything that may be 
exhibited. 


Father Biever says these pests not 


only attack and eventua-lly kill plants 
and fruit trees by placing parasitic 
scale upon their stems and consume 
everything edible about a. housed but 
complaints have come from some of 
the best residents in the city that the 
ants have honeycombed the fine'wood- 
work of their residences, such as ma- 
hogany mantels and costly furniture, 
with their destructive little forceps, 
and that hardwood doors, tables and 
chests have succumbed to their rav- 
ages.

PAPYRUS. 


The Need of a New Source for Pa- 
per If the Forests Are to be Saved. 
It is to the durability ^^f papyrus 
that we owe the preservation of much 
Old World history and literature. In 
the days of Egypt's glory and growing 
and selling of papyrus was a govern- 
ment monopoly. 
The exhaustion of 
this valuable plant was due to the 
same sort of waste and neglect that is 
depleting our forests. 


Today the United 
States 
supplies 
about a third of the paper in the world, 
In the early days when rags were the 
staple of paper-making, placards were 
issued headed, "Ladies, 
save 
your 
rags" and the bell cart, 
announced 
days before, made Its rounds to collect 
paper and rags. 
In ISSO the rag fam- 
ine had begun. 
About 1870 the 
first 
mill for making paper of wood was in- 
troduced into the United States. 


As is well known, wood fibre paper 
is so perishable that newspaper 
files 
and libraries printed upon it 
would 
hardly last a generation. 
And yet the 
manufacture of wood paper 
steadily 
Increases. 
A mill is planted in the 
middle of a forest and in a short time 
the tract is as bare as a stubble field. 
Then the portable mill is moved to 
another doomed forest. 
Our beautiful 
poplar and spruce trees are fast dis- 
appearing. 
In one year 1,500,000 cords 
of spruce alone were used in our pa- 
per mills. 
Woods of different kinds 
are devoured by tho rapacious mills. 


If, like fiax and hemp, papyrus could 
take the place of wood to any extent, 
it would be a gain in more than one. 
Papyrus is seen fiourlshing as an orna- 
mental shrub in Sicily and in Califor- 
nia and still grows wild in Abyssinia, 
In this country all sorts of climates 
and soils the production of the paper 
weed would seem v/orth the trying.— 
M. B. B., in the New York Times. 


It is estimated, says the American 
machinist, that 100 pounds of alcohol 
can be made from one ton of domestic 
refuse. In a %ood motor car this quan-

Much Ingenuity has been expended 
recently to simplify 
shaving. 
Tho 
safety razor has been a potent factor 
in this direction, and this is presented 
now in many different shapes.

newest in this line consists of a shaving 
outfit, with a supply of several blades, 
which occupies no more space than a 
fountain i>en. In fact, when the parts 
have been disposed of after use the 
case looks exactly like a fountain pen. 
The extra blades are stored away in 
the cap. 
Another novelty in the same 
line is heard of from London, where 
a well known scientist is said to have 
succeeded in making a 
preparation 
which makes the removal of the beard 
an extremely simple matter. The prep- 
aration comes in the form of a powder, 
from which a lather is applied to the 
portions of the face which are to be 
cleaned, and after it has been allowed 
to remain for about ten minutes the 
lather, hair and all are removed with 
the back of a comb or some other blunt 
edge of this character. 
If allowed to 
act a little longer time the hair may be 
washed from the face.

The Need of a New Source for Pa­ 
per If the Forests Are to be Saved. 
It is to the durability ^f papyrus 
that we owe the preservation of much 
Old World history and literature. In 
the days of Egypt’s glory and growing 
and selling of papyrus was a govern­ 
ment monopoly. 
The exhaustion of 
this valuable plant was due to the 
same sort of waste and neglect that is 
depleting our forests. 


Today the United States supplies 
about a third of the paper in the world. 
In the early days when rags were the 
staple of paper-making, placards were 
issued headed, “Ladies, 
save 
your 
rags" and the bell cart, announced 
days before, made its rounds to collect 
paper and rags. In 1SS0 the rag fam­ 
ine had begun. 
About 1870 the first 
mill for making paper of wood was in­ 
troduced into the United States. 


As is well known, wood fibre paper 
is so perishable that newspaper files 
and libraries printed upon it 
would 
hardly Jast a generation. And yet the 
manufacture of wood paper steadily 
increases. 
A mill is planted in the 
middle of a forest and in a short time 
the tract is as bare as a stubble field. 
Then the portable mill is moved to 
another doomed forest. Our beautiful 
poplar and spruce trees are fast dis­ 
appearing. In one year 1,500,000 cords 
of spruce alone were used in our pa­ 
per mills. 
Woods of different kinds 
are devoured by the rapacious mills. 


If, like flax and hemp, papyrus could 
take the place of wood to any extent, 
it would be a gain in more than one. 
Papyrus is seen flourishing as an orna­ 
mental shrub in Sieil}r and in Califor­ 
nia and still «grows wild in Abyssinia. 
In this country all sorts of climates 
and soils the production of the paper 
weed would seem worth the trying.— 
M. B. B., in the New York Times, 


It is estimated, says the American 
machinist, that 100 pounds of alcohol 
can be made from one ton of domestic 
refuse. In a 'good motor car this quan­ 
tity of alcohol would develop 
100 
horsepower hours.—Engineer.

About fifteen minutes' work 
will produce a very good frostin/g on an 
ordinary globe.—Engineer.

English Method Does Away With the 


Razor. 


Much ingenuity has been expended 
recently to simplify 
shaving. 
The 
safety razor has been a potent factor 
in this direction, and this is presented 
now in many different shapes. 
The 
newest in this line consists of a shaving 
outfit, with a supply of several blades, 
which occupies no more space than a 
fountain pen. In fact, when the parts 
have been disposed of after use the 
case looks exactly like a fountain pen. 
The extra blades are stored away in 
the cap. Another novelty in the same 
line is heard of from London, where 
a well known scientist is said to have 
succeeded in making a 
preparation 
which makes the removal of the beard 
an extremely simple matter. The prep­ 
aration comes in the form of a powder, 
from which a lather is applied to the 
portions of the face which are to be 
cleaned, and after it has been allowed 
to remain for about ten minutes the 
lather, hair and all are removed with 
the back of a comb or some other blunt 
edge of this character. 
If allowed to 
act a little longer time the hair may be 
washed from the face. 
This was re­ 
cently demonstrated at a gathering of 
scientific persons in London, 
and a 
half-inch growth of stubby beard was 
removed with the back of a lady's 
comb.

J., to whom ihey were con- 
signed and who Is probably the great- 
est living authority on antg. says that 
the New Orleans ant Is the Trldomyr- 
nex humllls (Mayr), a native of Bra- 
zil and Argentina, and that it was 
Imported Into Louisiana by merchant 
ships. 
Dr. Wheeler, who is known 
to be the best authority in America 
on this group of Hymenoptera, classed 
them some time ago under the same 
species. 


Father Biever Is now corresponding 
with Jesuit scientists in Brazil and 
Argentina to obtain full Information 
as to -the results these strange ants 
have achieved in their native land 
and as to the methods employed to 
check their wonderful spread and fear- 
ful depredations. 
Father Biever be- 
lieves that this ant will prove one of 
the great enemies of the contemplated 
exposition because of their numbers 
and the persistent attacks they will 
make upon everj'thlng that may be 
exhibited. 


Father Biever says these pests not 
only attack and eventually kill plants 
and fruit trees by placing parasitic 
scale upon their stems and consume 
everything edible about a house, but 
complaints have come from some of 
tne best residents In the city that the 
ants have honeycombed the 
fine-wood- 
work of their residences, such as ma- 
hogany mantels and costly furniture, 
with their destructive little forceps, 
and that hardwood doors, tables and 
chests have succumbed to their rav- 
ages.

It is a well known fact that within 
the last few years the ant nuisance In 
New Orleans has increased to such ac 
extent th at householders as well a* 
manufacturers and 
merchants 
have 
been very seriously Inconvenienced by 
them, says the Times-Democrat of that 
city. 


The question has proven an absorb­ 
ing one for scientists, and from time 
to time research has been made for 
the purpose of finding some 
relief 
from their invasion. 
Two years ago 
the superintendent of Audubon park, 
then Mr. Baker, sought some relief 
from ants, but without avail. 
They 
were destroying the plants and flow 
ers, and were even 
attacking 
the 
trees* 


They seem to have made their way 
from the upper section to the lower 
section of the city, Westlsego, where 
many ships land from all parts of the 
world, was first infested with them. 


Then they made their way further 
downtown* 


It has been notea that these pests 
attack woodwork of the finest mahog­ 
any mantels, armolrs, cedar chcsts, 
floors and, in fact, everything that Is 
eatable. 
They also attack fruit trees 
and hothouse plants. 


Father Albert Biever, S. J„ presi­ 
dent of Loyola college, has been mak­ 
ing Investigations on the subject and 
has just received an interesting com­ 
munication from 
Germany. 
Father 
Biever had an experience with an a t­ 
tem pt to send some of the ants to 
Europe. 
Packages were done up In 
to get off the earth, should bo shown 
such a manner as to get through the 
mails but Uncle Sam refused to handle 
them. 


One package sent by express was 
lost In New York;, then another was 
sent, which Teached its destination. 


The New Orleans ants sent to Ger­ 
many some time ago for special scien­ 
tific investigation reached their des­ 
tination at last. 
The Rev Eric Was- 
mann, 9. J., to whom they were con­ 
signed and who Is probably the great­ 
est living authority on ants, says that 
the New Orleans ant is the Iridomyr- 
nex humllls (Mayr), a native of Bra­ 
zil and Argentina, and th at it was 
Imported into Louisiana fey merchant 
ships. 
Dr. Wheeler, who is known 
to be the best authority in America 
on this group of Hymenoptera, classed 
them some time ago under the same 
species. 


Father Biever is now corresponding 
with Jesuit scientists in Brazil and 
Argentina to obtain full information 
as to the results these strange ants 
have achieved in their native land 
and as to the methods employed to 
check their wonderful spread and fear­ 
ful depredations. 
Father Biever be­ 
lieves that this ant will prove one of 
the great enemies of the contemplated 
exposition beeause of their numbers 
and the persistent attacks they will 
m ake upon everything th at may be 
exhibited. 


Father Biever says these pests not 
only attack and eventually kill plants 
and fruit trees by placing parasitic 
scale upon their stems and consume 
everything edible about a house, but 
complaints have come from some of 
tne best residents in the city that the 
ants have honeycombed the fine-wood­ 
work of their residences, such as ma­ 
hogany mantels and costly furniture, 
with their destructive little forceps, 
and th at hardwood doors, tables and 
chests have succumbed to their rav­ 
ages.

Where $100,000,000 Has Gone in the 
P2st Seven Years, and How. 


According to the London Financial 
Times, a good deal depends upon the 
gold position in the Argentine Repub­ 
lic, so far as the European money m ar­ 
kets are concerned. Among the steady 
absorbers of gold of late years the Ar­ 
gentine Republic has been the most 
prominent, and in the last seven 
or 
eirht years it has drawn to itself a 
holding of gold running into 
quite 
twenty-seven millions sterling. 
The 
steady manner in which the gold ship­ 
ped every winter from Europe was re­ 
tained arose largely 
from 
circum­ 
stances connected with our South Af­ 
rican war, as, owing to the large bal­ 
ance of trade in favor of Argentina, #Jt 
was able to retain all the gold sent to 
it each year. 
Prosperity, 
however, 
has told Its tale in the Argentine, and 
thanks to the growing demand for lux­ 
uries in that country, the balance ot 
trade has fallen considerably, with the 
result that last year the excess of ex­ 
ports only amounted to |22,0D0,U00, or, 
roughly, about £4,000,000. 


‘•To a country like the Argentine,” 
the Financial Times continues, ’‘which 
has to pay interest upon a heavy debt 
and a huge sum on account of the prof­ 
its earned by the railways worked by 
foreigners, this sum Is inadequate, and 
hope is, therefore, raised that some oi 
the gold may come back this summer.

Ho WAS born in 1843 At a place called 
Greenrid^, near Hampton, AdAms coun- 
ty, and received his early education in the 
public schools, such as they were at that 
time. 
Not content with the lower educa* 
tion he entered an academy at York, 
where he laid the foundation for A useful 
life which was to follow. When the Civil 
War broke out he left school to enlist and 
served as a private to the end of the war 
when he was honorably discharged. He 
then entered the University of Pennsyl- 
vania at Philadolphia, and took a course 
in medicine, graduating with the degree | 
of M D., and practiced medicine success-1 
fully at Arendtsville, Pa., for eleven years. 
At the end of that period, believing that 
he was called of God to proclaim His Un- 
searchable riches, he left a lucrative pro* 
fession to preach the gospel to thousands 
of waiting souls. 
His first fleld of minis- 
try was in Kansas, where he labored from 
1877 to 1889, when ho came East and gave 
the rest of his life to the cause in and 
around New York City. 
His preaching 
was of the Methodist faith, and from AU 
places where he was stationed come words 
of highest praise of his devotion, zeal and 
success in the work. 
Being a brilliant 
speaker, and having a wide and varied 
culture, peculiarly fitted him for the work 
of the ministry, and by his indefatigable 
effort of continuous study and reading he 
won the degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
from the University of.the City of New 
York. 


He was a man of original ideas and hav- 
ing a ready flow of words and brilliant 
thoughts he drew large audiences by his 
magnetic power and easily held them dur- 
ing discourses. 


By the advice of physicians he retired 
from the ministry last April and moved to 
the beautiful town of Hasbrouck Heights, 
N. J. 
But here he found difficulty in ad- 
justing his energetic spirit to the quiet 
surroundings and was not so content as 
when he could point out the way of sal- 
vation from the pulpit; but in the words 
of tho great Apostle, '*Ho has fought the 
good fight, he finished his course ; hence- 
forth there is laid up for him a crown of 
righteousness which fadeth not away."

FATAL CRASH AT 


YORK COUNTY J A I L 


York, Aug, 29.—By the breaking of a 
scafTold on the inside of the York Coun 
ty jail building, at York, this morning, 
two men were killed, one was fatally in- 
jured, and several others more or less se- 
verely hurt. 


Edward A. Cook, of Glean, N. Y., 50 
years old. Head crushed and killed out- 
right ; Wm. Frey, of York, aged 85 years, 
Died before reaching hospital; C. E. 
Cunningham, of York, aged about 40 
years. Head gashed and internal injuries 
Cannot live. 
Emory Pottorff, of North 
York, aged 27. Right leg fractured and 
severe contusions on body. Several oth- 
er workmen escaped with lighter injur- 
ies. 
The accident occured about 9.45 a. 
m, 
The scaffold which collapsed was 
erected in the interior of the building, 
which is now in process of being remod 
elcd, and was about 50 feet high. It was 
evidently weighted down 
too heavily, 
and split in about the centre, precipita 
ting all the men and material upon it in- 
to the basement^ a total fall of about GO 
feet. 


Mr. Cook the man who was instantly 
killed, was foreman of the masons em 
ployed on the work. A great stone which 
came with the falling timbers fell upon 
his head and crushed the skull like an 
egg shell. 


Wm. Frey, the York man, was a ma- 
son, and his hurts were of an internal 
nature. He died in the Laurel ambu- 
lance, while on hi^ way to the hospital. 
Ho was unmarried^ 


Mr. Cunningham, mason tender, was 
taken to the York hospital in the Royal 
ambulance, and the physicians who at- 
tended him pronounced his injuries so 
severe that there is no hope for his re- 
covery. 


Emory Pottorff is also a mason, his iu 
juries, while severe, arc not believed to 
be very dangerous. 


It was the general opinion that care- 
lessness iu overloading the scaffold 
structure was responsible for the mishap.

Suddenly At Aibury Park.

©gram was received here announcing the 
sudden death at Asbury Park, N. J., of 
Mr. William Alexander Himes, one of 
the town's most widely known citixenp.

All its members were there. 
They 
were together, a family group was taken. 
It was the great day at Asbury Park. 
The great annual event, the Boley Carni- 
val, for which preparations had been 
made for weeks and to which visitors al- 
ways look forward was to take place in 
the afternoon. 
He had been solicited to 
act as a judge. 
Any event that had chil- 
dren in it or concerned children was al- 
ways of great interest to him. 
As he was 
apparently in good condition and in good 
spirits he consented to act. 
He had fin- 
ished his lunch at the hotel, and set out 
leisurely accompanied by his son and a 
daughter and his friend Col. Frank O'Bri- 
on, of Birmingham, Alabama, for his po- 
sition at the reviewing stand, expecting 
the rest of his family to follow.

Still Demand For Whips.

Lutterworth, near Leicester, claims 
the distinction of having been the liojno 
of the longest-lived Jarge family in the 
kingdom. The last member of this re- 
markable family has just died at the 
age of eighty-eight. 
Her name was 
Uuth Moore, and she was one of a fam- 
ily of thirteen children, three of whom 
died at the age of seventy-five, one at 
seventy-six, one ni bv-venty-seven, one 
at eighty, one at eighty-one, one at 
eighty-three, two at eighty-five, two at 
ei;<jbty-elgbt, and one at ninety.

c^ the purejus died at eighty, and the 
united ages of the family of fifteen to 
tal 1218 years. 


In my tbirty-iour years of terri- 
torial life I have seen many thÍTígs 
to be remembered as well as things 
to be forgotten. 
First It was the 
naked 
frontier 
with 
Its 
Indian 
troubles, then the brawling mining 
camps and later that peace and safety 
of life and property incident to the 
westward march of law and order» 
It is not of these things I care to 
•write. 
Cabio Blanco has exploited 
his frontier experiences most entei* 
talngly. 
^lany others have furrowed 
the samo 
field. 
Largely 
this has 
been of white man against 
Indian 
and Indian against white man, but 
the following little 
story is of a 
scrap 
between the 
reds. 
It was 
fought somewhere near the west end 
of the Pima-Maricopa villages, about 
175 miles, in a direct line, east of 
here, and much further if following 
the 
various 
windings 
of 
the Gila 
along which 
the attacking 
party 
marched. 


In 1S54^ when the California gold 
fever was at white heat, the Govern- 
ment established 
Fort 
Yuma, 
the 
first post of its kind In the Southwest. 
It was located on an ingenious bluff 
overlooking the Colorado River. It 
was built for the suppression of law- 
lessness at that particular place. 
It 
was at this point the old Yuma trail 
crossed 
the 
river. 
Robbery and 
murder were of common occurrence. 
In this work the hostile Indians had 
but little advantage over some of 
his white brethren, who infested the 
crossing of the Colorado. 
Life was 
held lightly in those days by the 
men who rough-hewed the way civili- 
zation was to follow in the South- ; 
west. 


Shortly after the location of the 
post an effort was made to chastise ¡ 
the Indians, and thus put an end to 
their continuous deviltry. 
The post 
is on the California side of the river 
and the Indians to be punished were 
in Arizona—then New Mexico. 
The 
troops crossed the river and made a 
campaign of five days without see- 
ing so much as a hostile Indian, but 
no sooner had 
they 
returned 
to 
quarters than the Indians showed up 
on the opposite side of the 
river 
and went into camp In full view of 
their 
would-be 
pursuers. 
It was 
later learned that the hostiles had 
fallen in behind the troops, marched | 
when they marched, camped when ' 
they camped, without the soldiers I 
being aware 
of it. 
The principal 
<,incheria of the Yuma Indians, then, 
as aow, was on the Arizona side of 
tKo river, about 100 miles to the 
aorth of the post. 
As depredations 
continued to go on It became neces- 
sary to teach them a salutary lesson 
In good manners. 
This was done ¡ 
at the upper ranchería in the way of j 
burned villages, wasted crops 
and | 
dead Indians. 
It was hitting them ¡ 
where they lived and was too much | 
for paint and feathers. 
A peace with • 
the white man was made and never ¡ 
broken. 
| 


At the time when the post was 
established the Yuma Indians—some- 
times 
known 
as 
Cuchans—were 
under the command of a noted war 
chief 
known 
as 
Caballo y Pelo 
(Horse and Hair). 
He is said to 
have been one of the greatest war 
chiefs the Yumas ever had. 
He died 
In 185S and was succeeded by Pas- 
Quai. 
I 


Then, as now, the Indians on the ¡ 
Colorado burned their dead, and with 
the body all personal belongings of 
the dead and such articles in the 
way of weapons, food and finery as 
friends and relatives contributed to 
comfort the 
departed 
one in 
his 
.fateful journey to the spirit 
land. 
Horses were stolen from the whites, 
sacrificed over the ashes of the dead 
chief, and then roasted and eaten. 
With much feasting, loud 
lamenta- 
tions and wild outbursts of wild bar- 
baric grief the assembled people re- 
called his parting admonition to the»| 
head men 
of his tribe to 
''never 
make peace with the Maricopas." 


The upper river men were their 
friends, but the men of the desert 
were their enemies, and among them 
the Maricopas 
were never 
to be 
trusted. 
The dead chief had been a 
man of much authority in his day, 
and his 
parting 
injunction 
sank 
deep into the hearts of the 
fighting 
men of his tribe. 
Councils of war 
were held, and it was decided to de- 
stroy the Maricopas, 
To this end 
assistance was asked of the Chime- 
huevas, Mojave and Yavanais, friend- 
ly tribes living to the north 
and 
northeast of the Yumas, 
The 
two 
former were river Indians, but the 
Yavanais were one of the hill tribes 
that did much to make the name of 
Arizona a synonym for blood 
and 
murder. 
The most noted 
fighting 
men of these tribes offered them- 
selves for the occasion, and to this 
force of several hundred men, the 
pick and pride 
of these 
several 
peoples, was assigned the 
destruc- 
tion of the Maricopas. 
They rendez- 
voused at the junction of the Gila 
and Colorado rivers, within the limits 
of the present town of Yuma. 
From 
that point they began their fateful 
inarch against the Maricopas, 


The iPima and Maricopa 
Indians 
lived in scattered villages along the 
Gila River, the nearest village being 
distant about 175 miles east of the 
place of rendezvous. 
To the south 
and southeast of them 
lived 
the 
Papagos, a tribe of desert 
Indians 
to whom they were closely 
allied 
by blood and marriage. 
Collectively 
the three tribes could 
gather 
to- 
gether a fighting force of about 1000 
men, but the Yumas and their allies 
had no thought of meeting such a 
combination. 
The 
Pima-Maricopas 
were to be surprised and slaughtered 
in full settlement of centuries of ac- 
•umulated 
firievauces. 
Big with ex- 


pectation of easy victory the alHea 
left the Colorado and followed 
the 
Gila till they reached the first Mari- 
copa village. 
This thoy believed to 
have been near where iha Phoenix 
& Maricopa Railroad 
now crosse« 
the river. 


In the gray dawn of early morn- 
ing they struck the west end of the 
village with terrible shock. 
To their 
surprise they found only a few old 
squaws, 
whom 
they 
ruthlessly 
butchered, and still a few others a 
little further in, an additional whet 
to their thirst for blood. 
Suddenly 
in front and on both sides the allies 
were attacked by an overwhelming 
force. 
With terrific yells they closed 
in on the invaders and tlien began 
one of 
the most 
desperate 
and 
bloody battles ever fought by 
In- 
dians in the 
Southwest. 
Finding 
themselves trapped, the allies faced 
about and heroically struggled to ex- 
tricate themselves. 
The overlapping 
flanks of tho Maricopas -and their al- 
lies» the Pimas and Papagoes, dark- 
ened the way with flights of arrows, 
spears and stones, but in the agony 
of desperation the Colorado Indiana 
succeeded in breaking through only 
to be clubbed, speared or shot in the 
running fight that followed. 
This is 
known to have continued for forty 
miles. 
Of all that left the Colorado 
River with such high hopes, but few 
lived to return, and those to die of 
exhaustion and wounds. 
They had 
put up a hard fight, but went down 
under the weight of numbers. 
The 
fatal trap 
had been 
barbarously 
baited v/ith a few old squaws. 
The 
invaders 
unsuspectingly entered it 
and their doom was sealed. 
Quarter 
was neither asked 
nor given, 
and 
the brains of the wounded and ex- 
hauted were beaten out by the sav- 
age women that followed in the line 
of pursuit. 


Never in the lives of the allied 
tribes had they lost so many of their 
best men. 
In anticipation of easy 
victory and consequent plunder many 
of their squaws had gone far to meet 
them. 
They wore frenzied with grief 
over the . unexpected results. 
It la 
said that their wailings and lamenta- 
tions could 
be heard 
for 
miles. 
Among the noted Yumas killed was 
Francisco, a chief well known to the 
few whites then living In the coun- 
try. 
It was through his influence 
that the famous Olive Oatman had 
been given her liberty by the Mo- 
javes, she having been purchased by 
them from tho Apaches. 


For a time it was feared that the 
Maricopas. emboldened by their suc- 
cesses, would attack the Yumas on 
the Colorado, and all available war- 
riors were held in readiness to meet 
them. 
The 
women and 
children 
were sent to the ranchería on the 
California side of the 
river, 
and 
numerous rafts were prepared 
for 
the crossing of the warriors in case 
they were again beaten; but the vic- 
tors were satisfied to let well enough 
alone. 
Beyond an occasional meet- 
ing of a few bold spirits, this battle 
ended hostilities between 
the 
two 
tribes, and animosities have so far 
been 
forgotten that 
intermarriages 
have taken place between them. This 
has been due mostly to the schools 
at which the young people of 
the 
different tribes are in attendance. 


The Maricopas had been advised 
of the proposed raid of the Yumas 
by the Cocopahs. 
These were also 
river Indians, but residents of Lower 
California. 
From 
"all time," they 
say, they have been at enmity with 
the Yumas. 
A strip of land twenty- 
five miles along the river, between 
the two tribes, was considered neu- 
tral ground, but between the Coco- 
pahs and Maricopas friendly Inter- 
course had long been kept. 
Coco- 
pahs were employed on the steamers 
that occasionally found their way up 
the river with Government freight. 
These the Yumas invariably 
killed 
if they Avere indiscreet enough 
to 
leave the 
protection of tho 
white 
man's boat. 
It was while so em- 
ployed that the Cocopahs learned of 
the intentions of the Yumas to raid 
and massacre the Maricopas. 
Cer- 
tain it is that Maricopa scouts kept 
their people informed of every move 
made by the invaders, for at least 
two days before they reached the vil- 
lages, where they were impatiently 
awaited in overpowering numbers.— 
Correspondence 
in 
Forest 
and 
Stream.

Jiquc Wood Ties, 


Mahogany is often used for ties 
by the railroads in Cuba, as well as 
in other tropical countries, but Sir 
William Van Home has forbidden it 
on his road. 
He considers It a crime 
to cut small mahogany trees, as there 
is plenty of other timber In the for- 
ests suitable for construction 
pur- 
poses. 


Jique (pronounced hickey), acana, 
jucaro negro, all hard woods which 
do not grow Jarge and cannot 
be 
utilized for cabinet work, are just 
as good as mahogany for ties and 
will outlast steel rails in this climate, 
because they won't rust. 
On the rail- 
road between Neuvltas 
and 
Cama- 
guey, the oldest in Cuba, which was 
built in 1S3S, are jique ties which 
have been taken out and used for 
fence posts after fifty years. 
Some 
of them have been taken out and 
used for fence 
posts 
after 
thirty 
years in the railroad bed. 
There Is 
a tramv/ay at Camaguey v/Ith rails of 
jiquo wood, over which the cars have 
been running for more than a quarter 
of a century and they do not show 
wear any more than steel after the 
same service. 
Much of the wood Is 
so hard and heavy that it will sink 
in water.—Chicago Record-Herald. 


In the Canary Islands many build- 
ings are constructed of pumice stone, 
and in Ceylon a stone called 
"ca- 
book," a species of jjumice, is em- 
ployed for the same purpose.

OF A SAVAGE 


INDIAN BATTLE. 


In my thirty-four years of terri­ 
torial life I have seen many things 
to be remembered as well as things 
to be forgotten. 
First it was the 
naked 
frontier 
with 
its Indian 
troubles, then the brawling mining 
camps and later that peace and safety 
of life and property incident to the 
westward march of law and order. 
It is not of these things I care to 
write. 
Cabio Blanco has exploited 
his frontier experiences most entei* 
taingly. 
Many others have furrowed 
the same field. 
Largely 
this has 
been of white man against Indian 
and Indian against white man, but 
the following little 
story is of a 
scrap 
between the 
reds. 
It was 
fought somewhere near the west end 
of the Pima-Maricopa villages, about 
175 miles, in a direct line, east of 
here, and much further if following 
the various 
windings 
of 
the Gila 
along which 
the attacking 
party 
marched. 


In 1S54, when the California gold 
fever was at white heat, the Govern­ 
ment established Fort 
Yuma, the 
first post of its kind in the Southwest. 
It was located on an ingenious bluff 
overlooking the Colorado River. It 
was built for the suppression of law­ 
lessness at that particular place. 
It 
was at this point the old Yuma trail 
crossed 
the 
river. 
Robbery and 
murder were of common occurrence. 
In this work the hostile Indians had 
but little advantage over some of 
his white brethren, who infested the 
crossing of the Colorado. 
Life was 
held lightly in those days by the 
men who rough-hewed the way civili­ 
zation was to follow in tho South- ! 
west. 


Shortly after the location of the 
post an effort was made to chastise | 
the Indians, and thus put an end to 
their continuous deviltry. 
The post 
is on the California side of the river 
and the Indians to be punished were 
in Arizona— then New Mexico. The 
troops crossed the river and made a 
campaign of five days without see­ 
ing so much as a hostile Indian, but 
no sooner had they 
returned to 
quarters than the Indians showed up 
on the opposite side of the river 
and went into camp in full view of 
their 
would-be 
pursuers. 
It was 
later learned that the hostiles had ; 
fallen in behind the troops, marched 
when they marched, camped when 
they camped, without the soldiers 
being aware 
of it. 
The principal 
<jncheria of the Yuma Indians, then, 
as dow, was on the Arizona side of 
tho river, about 100 miles to the 
ft or th of the post. 
As depredations 
continued to go on it became neces­ 
sary to teach them a salutary lesson 
in good manners. 
This was done 
at the upper ranclieria in the way of j 
burned villages, wasted crops 
and | 
dead Indians. 
It was hitting them j 
where they lived and was too much j 
for paint and feathers. 
A peace with • 
the white man was made and never j 
broken. 
\ 


At the time when the post was 
established the Yuma Indians— some­ 
times 
known 
as 
Cuchans— were 
under the command of a noted war 
chief 
known 
as 
Caballo y Pelo 
(Horse and Hair). 
He is said to 
have been one of the greatest war 
chiefs the Yumas ever had. 
He died 
in 185S and was succeeded by Pas- ! 
quai. 
1 


Then, as now, the Indians on the j 
Colorado burned their dead, and with 
the body all personal belongings of 
the dead and such articles in the 
way of weapons, food and finery as 
friends and relatives contributed to 
comfort the 
departed one in his 
.fateful journey to the spirit land. 
Horses were stolen from the whites, 
sacrificed over the ashes of the dead 
chief, and then roasted and eaten. 
With much feasting, loud lamenta­ 
tions and wild outbursts of wild bar­ 
baric grief the assembled people re­ 
called his parting admonition to the*| 
head men of his tribe to “never 
make peace with the Maricopas.” 


The upper river men were their 
friends, but the men of the desert 
were their enemies, and among them 
the Maricopas 
were never 
to be 
trusted. 
The dead chief had been a 
man of much authority in his day, 
and his 
parting 
injunction sank 
deep into the hearts of the fighting 
men of his tribe. 
Councils of war 
were held, and it was decided to de­ 
stroy the Maricopas, 
To this end 
assistance was asked of the Chime- 
huevas, Mojave and Yavanais, friend­ 
ly tribes living to the north and 
northeast of the Yumas. 
The 
two 
former were river Indians, but the 
Yavanais were one of the hill tribes 
that did much to make the name of 
Arizona a synonym for blood and 
murder. 
The most noted fighting 
men of these tribes offered them­ 
selves for the occasion, and to this 
force of several hundred men, the 
pick and pride 
of these 
several 
peoples, was assigned the destruc­ 
tion of the Maricopas. 
They rendez­ 
voused at the junction of the Gila 
and Colorado rivers, within the limits 
of the present town of Yuma. 
From 
that point they began their fateful 
march against the Maricopas. 


The «Pima and Maricopa Indians 
lived in scattered villages along the 
Gila River, the nearest village being 
distant about 175 miles east of the 
place of rendezvous. 
To the south 
and southeast of them 
lived the 
Papagos, a tribe of desert Indians 
to whom they were closely allied 
by blood and marriage. 
Collectively 
the three tribes could 
gather to­ 
gether a fighting force of about 1000 
men, but the Yumas and their allies 
had no thought of meeting such a 
combination. 
Tho 
Fima-Maricopas 
were to be surprised and slaughtered 
in full settlement of centuries of ac­ 
cumulated grievances. 
Big with ex- 


pectation of easy victory the alliea 
left the Colorado and followed 
the 
Gila till they reached the first Mari* 
copa village. 
This they believed to 
have been near where tho Phoenix 
& Maricopa Railroad 
now crosses 
the river. 


In the gray dawn of early morn­ 
ing they struck the west end of tho 
village with terrible shook. 
To their 
surprise they found only a few old 
squaws, 
whom 
they 
ruthlessly 
butchered, and still a few others a 
little further in* an additional whet 
to their thirst for blood. 
Suddenly 
in front and on both sides tho allies 
were attacked by an overwhelming 
force. 
With terrific yells they closed 
in on the invaders and then began 
one of 
the most 
desperate and 
bloody battles ever fought by In­ 
dians in the 
Southwest. 
Finding 
themselves trapped, the allies faced 
about and heroically struggled to ex­ 
tricate themselves. 
The overlapping 
flanks of the Maricopas and their al­ 
lies, the Pimas and Papagoes, dark­ 
ened the way with flights of arrows, 
spears and stones, but in the agony 
of desperation the Colorado Indians 
succeeded in breaking through only 
to be clubbed, speared or shot in the 
running fight that followed. 
This is 
known to have continued for forty 
miles. 
Of all that left the Colorado 
River with such high hopes, but few 
lived to return, and those to die of 
exhaustion and wounds. 
They had 
put up a hard fight, but went down 
under the weight of numbers. 
The 
fatal trap 
had been 
barbarously 
baited with a few old squaws. 
The 
invaders 
unsuspectingly entered it 
and their doom was sealed. Quarter 
was neither asked 
nor given, and 
the brains of the wounded and ex- 
hauted were beaten out by the sav­ 
age women that followed in the line 
of pursuit. 


Never in the lives of the allied 
tribes had they lost so many of their 
best men. 
In anticipation of easy 
victory and consequent plunder many 
of their squaws had gone far to meet 
them. They wore frenzied with grief 
over the . unexpected results. 
It Is 
said that their wailings and lamenta­ 
tions could 
be heard for 
miles. 
Among the noted Yumas killed was 
Francisco, a chief well known to the 
few whites then living in the coun­ 
try. 
It was through his influence 
that the famous Olive Oatman had 
been given her liberty by the Mo- 
javes, she having been purchased by 
them from tho Apaches. 


For a time it was feared that the 
Maricopas, emboldened by their suc­ 
cesses, would attack the Yumas on 
the Colorado, and all available war­ 
riors were held in readiness to meet 
them. 
The 
women and 
children 
were sent to the ranchería on the 
California side of the 
river, and 
numerous rafts were prepared for 
the crossing of the warriors In case 
they were again beaten; but the vic­ 
tors were satisfied to let well enough 
alone. 
Beyond an occasional meet­ 
ing of a few bold spirits, this battle 
ended hostilities between the two 
tribes, and animosities have so far 
been forgotten that intermarriages 
have taken place between them. This 
has been due mostly to the schools 
at which the young people of the 
different tribes are in attendance. 


The Maricopas had been advised 
of the proposed raid of the Yumas 
by the Cocopahs. 
These were also 
river Indians, but residents of Lower 
California. 
From 
‘all time,” they 
say, they have been at enmity with 
the Yumas. 
A strip of land twenty- 
five miles along the river, between 
the two tribes, was considered neu­ 
tral ground, but between the Coco­ 
pahs and Maricopas friendly inter­ 
course had long been kept. 
Coco­ 
pahs were employed on the steamers 
that occasionally found their way up 
the river with Government freight. 
These the Yumas invariably killed 
if they were indiscreet enough to 
leavo the protection of the white 
man’s boat. 
It was while so em­ 
ployed that the Cocopahs learned of 
the intentions of the Yumas to raid 
and massacre the Maricopas. 
Cer­ 
tain it is that Maricopa scouts kept 
their people informed of every move 
made by the invaders, for at least 
two days before they reached the vil­ 
lages, where they were impatiently 
awaited In overpowering numbers.— 
Correspondence

Jiquc Wood Ties, 


Mahogany is often used for ties 
by the railroads in Cuba, as well as 
in other tropical countries, but Sir 
William Van Horne has forbidden it 
on his road. 
He considers it a crime 
to cut small mahogany trees, as thero 
is plenty of other timber in the for­ 
ests suitable for construction pur­ 
poses. 


Jique (pronounced hickey), acana, 
jucaro negro, all hard woods which 
do not grow large and cannot be 
utilized for cabinet work, are just 
as good as mahogany for ties and 
will outlast steel rails in this climate, 
because they won’t rust. On the rail­ 
road between Neuvitas and Cama- 
guey, the oldest in Cuba, which was 
built in 1838, are jique ties which 
have been taken out and used for 
fence posts after fifty years. 
Some 
of them have been taken out and 
used for fence 
posts after thirty 
years in the railroad bed. 
There is 
a tramway at Camaguey with rails of 
jique wood, over which the cars have 
been running for more than a quarter 
of a century and they do not show 
wear any more than steel after the 
same service.

The methods of wheat raising followed 
by these farmers together with their 
names and addresses and the quantities 
of wheat raised this year will be publish­ 
ed later when all have threshed and all 
the facts are compiled.

With the Rssislnnccüf Hon A L Mnr- 
tin» deputy sccrclnry of AgricuUnre and 
mauftgcr Of farmers iuslilulcs, of Pcnn 
•ylvanln, and by ilioco-opcrntion ofinnc 
Buccessful wheat farmers of various sec- 
lions of ?aO county^ a scries of wheat 
ruiaing demonhtralious to iiicreaao the 
quantity aud improve the quality of 
wheat, have been cnnductcd in York 
county, under the dirocliou of Prof. 
Franklin Menges. Only farmers who live 
on and farm Ibcir own farm« are con- 
nected with Iheso demonstrations, so 
that all that is said and done can be veri- 
fied» 
These demonstrations have betu 
made on the dilTerent soils of this sec- 
tion, not that they are regarded any bet- 
ter than those of other sections of the 
state, but that ouo person could easily 
oversee them witbjut consuming too 
much time 
These soils received only 
the regular treatment accorded all the 
soils on which wheat is raised by llicse 
farmers and therefore other farmers can 
I do what these men have done. 


The wheat used for seed has always

been carefully selected and cleaned. The 
varieties here given have yielded from 
25 to 40 bushels per acre for the last four 
years usually from 30 to 40 bushels per 
acre. It is the desir'3 of Hon. A, L, Mar- 
tin aud Prof. Menges to assist the farm- 
ers of Pennsylvania to increase the quan- 
tity aud improve the quality of the wheat 
raised. Aud for this reason would sug 
gest that a few wheat farmers in each of 
the wheat raising counties where wheat 
is not doing as well as it might to get 
some seed of one oi more of these varie- 
ties. 
The farmers who have been doing 
this work on wheat 
will thoroughly 
clean the seed'^and they will therefore 
ask from lö to 25 cents a bushel more 
than market price. Wo have the follow- 
ing varieties: Old Lancaster red, red 
shale gravel aud clay soils; rural New 
York, red, smooth, limestone clay, shy 
soils; blue stem red, smooth, shaly grav- 
el and clay soils; Turkish Roumanian 
red, beaided, gravel aud shaly clay soils. 
The methods of wiient raising followed 
by these farmers together with 
their 
names and addresses and the quantities 
of wheat raised this year will be publish- 
ed later when all have threshed aud all 
the facts a're compiled.
